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Following a Letter or a 
Parcel Thru the Mails 


<ea| AIL deposited in street 

letter boxes is col- 

lected and taken to 

the mailing division 

in the main post of- 

fice, or branch post 

office. Here it is 

faced, postmarked, sorted, and sent 

by motor truck to proper sub-sta- 

tions for delivery or to trains 

which will carry it to other cities 
and states. 

In the sorting room there are 
facing tables, usually circular, up- 
on which letters are piled high, 
Clerks, grouped around the table, 
place the letters in a little trough 
at its edge, with the stamps all 
facing in one direction. A moving 
belt at the bottom of the trough 
carries the letters to a device 
which stacks them neatly ready 
for the stamp canceling machine. 
The proper place for the stamp is 
in the upper right corner of the 
envelope. Letters which have the 
stamps in any other place are 
thrown aside and canceled by hand, 
thereby causing them to be delay- 
ed. 


Patrons mailing large quantities 
of mail who have heeded the De- 
partment’s urgent appeals for co- 
operation and have tied all envel- 
opes in bundles according to cities 
or states with the stamp right side 
up, faced in one direction, help ex- 
ceedingly in the process of facing 
and sorting letters; for such bun- 
dles need but be untied and run 
through the canceling machine, 
thus facilitating delivery and low- 
ering the cost of handling. 

These tied bundles are usually 
— preference over the other 

rs. During the sorting, any 
letters found illegibly addressed 
or without sufficient address are 
aside and taken to employees 
who do nothing but redirect mail. 
‘This is,called directory service and 


in New York City alone this serv- 
ice costs the Government $500 each 
day. Letters unaddressed, mailed 
without postage, or addressed to 
names not appearing in the direc- 
tory are returned to the sender if 
the sender has placed his name and 
address in the upper left corner of 
the envelope. Those not bearing 
return addresses and which cannot 
be forwarded are sent to the Dead 
Letter Office. 


Sometimes the sender fails to 
designate the name of the state. 
Such letters bearing a return ad- 
dress are returned to the senders 
for complete address. Letters 
bearing no return address and 
there being but one or two post of- 
fices by that name, the letter is 
forwarded to each office in an ef- 
fort to deliver it. 


When a letter bears no return 
address and there are a number of 
post offices having the same name, 
the letter is held by the postmas- 
ter for about one week, then sent 
to the Dead Letter Office where it 
is opened and if there is a com- 
plete address in the letter and if it 
contains anything of value, a no- 
tice is sent that such letter is held 
for delivery. If the letter contains 
nothing of value, it is sent direct 
to the address found within the let- 
ter and a charge of 3 cents is made. 

From the following it will be 
seen that the task of finding the 
addressee when no state is named 
is not always a simple procedure. 

Forty-three names are used more 
than twenty times, each to desig- 
nate cities, towns and hamlets, 
large enough to have post offices. 
They are: Franklin 31, Clinton 30, 
Chester 29, Arlington 29, Washing- 
ton 28, Troy 27, Salem 27, Madi- 
son 27, Marion 27, Manchester 27, 
Clayton 27, Glenwood 26, Kings- 
ton 26, Newport 26, Ashland 25, 
Centerville 25, Cleveland 25, Au- 


burn 24, Dover 24, Hillsboro 24, 
Lincoln 24, Monroe 24, Oxford 24, 
Princeton 24, Springfield 24, War- 
ren 24, Union 24, Greenville 23, 
Wilson 23, Belmont 22, Canton 22, 
Eureka 22, Liberty 22, Milford 22, 
Plymouth 22, Burlington 21, Leb- 
anon 21, Portland 20, Lexington 20, 
Jamestown 20, Hudson 20, Dan- 
ville 20, Buffalo 22. There are 14 
Denvers, 7 Detroits, 22 Cantons, 
6 Philadelphias and 2 Chicagos. 


Packages are even more difficult 
to handle as they become undeliv- 
erable for many reasons. A care- 
lessly tied knot, or the use of thin 
paper may cause the wrapper with 
the address on it to become lost. 
A wrong address and no return ad- 
dress may result in its becoming 
undeliverable. At the Dead Letter 
Office such parcels are unwrapped, 
the contents noted on a card and 
then rewrapped with the card tied 
on the outside. The package is 
stored awaiting a claiment. If not 
claimed within a reasonable time, 
the package is placed with others 
similarly treated until the dead 
letter sale is held. 


Letters containing anything of 
value, when undeliverable, are al- 
so held at the Division of Dead 
Letters for identification by the 
sender. If not claimed they are 
placed with other articles to be 
sold at a dead letter sale. Letters 
containing nothing valuable, after 
being held for a reasonable time, 
are destroyed. Letters having 
money orders enclosed are held for 
one year, then sent to the Third 
Assistant Postmaster General for 
his files. They are kept there 
pending subsequent application for 
duplicate which may be made on 
the Department. 

Checks are sent to the postmas- 
ter at the city in which the bank 
drawn on is located for inquiry to 
ascertain the address of the de- 
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positor and are then delivered to 
the sender or forwarded to a new 
address. Mail matter containing 
valuable enclosures is only deliv- 
ered by the Division of Dead Let- 
ters to the addressee or sender, or 
upon the written order of either. 


All registered mail matter is 
held for one year. Uninsured par- 
cel post matter is held for two 
months. Insured or C. O. D. par- 
cel post is held for six months. 
The Dead Letter sale is advertised 
widely and everything sold at pub- 
lic auction. These sales are held 
four times a year at Washington, 
D. C., Atlanta, Ga., Boston, Mass., 
Chicago, Ill., Cincinnati, O., Fort 
Worth, Tex., New Orleans, La., 
New York, N. Y., Omaha, Neb., 
St. Louis, Mo., St. Paul, Minn., San 
Franevisco, Calif., and Seattle, 
Wash. 


The men at the main postoffice 
who sort the mail before it goes 
to the postal stations must know 
just where every street in the city 
is located. As soon as they see an 
address on an envelope they must 
know where that house or building 
is situated. They must know 
which letter carrier at the station 
will deliver the letter; for they 
sort each carrier’s mail into sep- 
arate bundles. The clerks put a 
slip with his name and date on 
every package of mail he sorts, so 
when mistakes are made the post- 
master may know who made them. 
No one can be careless or make 
mistakes and remain in the postal 
service. 


Letter carriers in city and coun- 
try report at the postal statinos in 
the morning and find their bundles 
of mail ready for them. They 
have about an hour to sort it ac- 
cording to streets and to arrange 
it in their bags. In most cities 
three deliveries are made each day 
in neighborhoods made up partly 
of homes and partly of business 
houses, in the business districts 
as many as five deliveries are made 
daily. 

Mail addressed to cities other 
than the one in which it is mailed 
is placed in mail bags according to 
cities or states and put in railway 
mail coaches. The railway postal 
car is a special car for carrying 
mail. The inside of the car looks 
like a sorting room of a post office. 
Along the walls are sorting cases 
with rows of pigeonholes. Each 
hole is for letters directed to desig- 
nated towns. In the center of the 
car are work tables and racks 
where the mail bags hang.

If you should visit a train shed 
in any of the large cities here is 
about what you would see—loads 
of bulging mail sacks being rushed 
to the open doors of the steel mail 
cars and loaded into the train. 
Some of the mail has been brought 
by motor truck from the post of- 
fice, some is being transferred 
from other trains. Some of the 
sacks are thrown into cars called 
storage cars. Those cars do not 
look like post office cars but are 
filled with rows and rows of mail 
sacks. These sacks will not be 
opened and sorted. Probably they 
are being sent long distances. 
Later they will be put in another 
train to complete their journey 
after having been sorted at rail- 
way mail terminals. You will no 
doubt see the newspaper car and 
the package car. Here newspapers, 
magazines, and packages are being 
taken out of sacks and swiftly 
sorted into other sacks which will 
be thrown off as the train passes 
the station to which they are ad- 
dressed. 

While the train is speeding to 
its destination, inside the sorting 
car will be seen five or six men 
sorting mail with such lightning 
speed that the cars seem full of 
flying letters. These clerks are 
sorting mail for every little way- 
station, town and transfer point 
along the route. For instance, 
some of the sacks must be dropped 
at certain stations to be picked up 
by other trains going over different 
routes. Other mail is being sorted 
so that it can be dropped off at 
some little town on the way where 
the train does not stop. 

The mail not only is thrown off 
at these small towns while the 
train is going 45 miles or more an 
hour but mail sacks are taken on 
as well. This is done by means of 
a device known as a mail crane 
and catcher. The bag of mail is 
hung on the crane close to the rail- 
road tracks. As the train nears a 
station one of the men in the mail 
car opens the door, and raises an 
iron arm so that it projects from 
the car. As the train rushes by 
he throws off a bag of mail for 
that station and the arm catches 
the other bag dropping it into the 
car. Mail taken on in this manner 
is sorted while the train is en- 
route. 

Mail brought by trains into the 
railway mail terminal is placed on 
motor trucks, carried to the sort- 
ing room, arranged for different 
sub-stations, sent by truck to 
those stations and there sorted for 
each letter carrier who in turn ar- 
ranges it in his bag for expedi- 
tious delivery to the addressee,

COUNT IS LEADER OF 
STAMP COUNTERFEITERS 





The following clipping from the 
Chicago Tribune comes from the 
Midwest Stamp Company of Chi- 


cago. The news item bears a date 
line Lisbon, Portugal, December 
25th. 


“A gang of counterfeiters has 
been uncovered here—but instead 
of counterfeiting money, they 
counterfeit postage stamps, and 
not current issues, either. Their 
specialty is duplicating rare 
stamps and selling the frauds to 
collectors at high prices. 

The value of the counterfeit 
stamps exported to New York dur- 
ing the last year is estimated to 
be $40,000. The greatest single 
victim, it is said, is a well known 
stamp collector of Chicago, who 
has completed his collection in 
several groups by means of the 
faked stamps from Portugal. 

The counterfeiting band was dis- 
covered when a rare Prussian 
stamp, of an issue which had been 
destroyed owing to a mistake in 
the engraving, except a single copy 
reserved for the collection of the 
former crown prince, was counter- 
feited and a copy sold to two col- 
lectors. Both men were proud of 
possessing what they believed to 
be a unique stamp. 

Experts examined the stamps 
and declared both copies false. 
Tracing the sources from which 
the stamps emanated narrowed 
the trail down to a single source, 
a group of stamp sellers headed by 
Count Toljouk, who was arrested 
in Budapest. He admitted that 
Portugal was the site of the work- 
shop where the fake stamps were 
produced. 

The gounterfeiter was discovered 
to be a skillful engraver who had 
long attracted the attention of the 
police because he lived in an osten- 
tatious style, although his only 
apparent means of support was a 
small engraving establishment. A 
legitimate business was carried on 
in the engraving shop during the 
day, and at night the dies for the 
counterfeit stamps were made. 

The biggest single coup brought 
off during the year was stated to 

the sale of a single counterfeit 
stamp to a Chicago collector for 
$3,000.” 





DEATH OF 
CHARLES E. SEVERN 





The sudden death of Charles E. 
Severn, Editor of Mekeel’s Week- 
ly Stamp News, has been a shock 
to thousands of stamp collectors 
throughout the world. 

Mr. Severn has been connected 
with Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp 
News for almost thirty years. 

He was born at Lynchburg, Vir- 
ginia, July 5, 1872, and his death 
occurred at his home in Chicago, 
Illinois, on December 14, 1929, at 
the age of 57 years. 

Quoting from a letter from Mr. 
Stanley Walcott Hayes of Rich- 
mond, Indiana, we are able to give 
brief details of the death of Mr. 
Severn as related to Mr. Hayes in 
a letter from B. L. Voorhees, who 
was a close personal friend of 
Charlie Severn. 

“Charlie Severn’s sudden death 
was such a shock to us here that 
it is still hard to realize he has 
gone on. 

“T had lunch with him at noon, 
when he apparently was well as 
usual. He had some friends in for 
dinner Saturday night and they 
were all sitting and talking in his 
home about 10 o’clock when one of 
the men noticed Charlie’s head was 
resting on the top of the chair. He 
thought Charlie had fallen asleep! 
When they tried to wake him and 
found something was wrong, they 
got a doctor immediately and he 
said Charlie had passed away in- 
stantly—from a blood clot on the 
brain. 

“Really a beautiful way for 
Charlie to go, no pain or worry 
beforehand; but pretty hard on 
those left. 

“He certainly left a place in 
philately that no one else can fill.” 

Mr. Hayes’ own remarks about 
Mr. Severn are only typical of the 
experience of all who have had oc- 
casion to come in contact with him. 

“The last time I saw Mr. Sev- 
ern was at the Minneapolis Con- 
vention when he was going to a 
lot of trouble to see that Mrs. 
Hayes and I got the right facili- 
ties for properly seeing the city. 
But he was always doing just that 
kind of thing. I am sure that no 
philatelist in the United States 
was more universally loved than 
he.”

THE INDIANAPOLIS NO 
PERIODS AGAIN 





Albert L. Jones, who knows his 
Indiana precancels, sends us a very 
interesting short discussion of the 
old type Indianapolis buros with 
no period after “Ind”, and en- 
closes two freaks closely related 
to the no-period items: the Indi- 
anapolis P. 10 10c with a small 
part of the period showing faintly; 
and the 7c P. 11x10% without 
period, but with a sort of tail hang- 
ing down from the right side of 
the “d”. 

He writes: “I was very much in- 
terested in your article in Linn’s 
anent the Indianapolis no-periods. 
I have found a couple of Indian- 
apolis items that show a trace of 
period but not distinctly. I won- 
der if this would not tend to bear 
out your theory that the plate was 
all right in the first place but the 
period got broken off or worn away 
eventually, and that these items 
might have been printed in the 
transitional period. I am enclos- 
ing them for your inspection. I 
wonder why Mitchell listed the 
San Francisco no-period variety 
but made no mention of the Indian- 
apolis no-periods. This doesn’t 
seem consistent, don’t you think?” 

Your editor took this up with Dr. 
Mitchell, who replied, “You’re cor- 
rect. These are simply under- 
inked, broken, or worn plate. I 
cannot add any to your list, but 
enclose a 1%c compound show- 
ing a faint period easily seen under 
the glass. Two or three of your 
items show traces of the period 
under a _ good glass.” ... The 
Editor of this department is anx- 
ious to complete his study of these 
interesting varieties, and will be 
glad to hear from any collectors 
who have information to add to 
that already printed in this maga- 
zine.

It would be difficult to enumer- 
ate how many times in the past an 
attempt has been made to produce 
a color chart for the use of stamp 
collectors. Many of those that 
have been produced in the past are 
now gone and forgotten but none 
of them were so novel and so in- 
teresting and attractive as the 
Color Chart that is being offered 
for sale by Natalie Newell of Co- 
conut Grove, Florida. 

This chart is naeed a work of 
art. It is entirely hand made, ev- 
en to the great range of colors 
shown thereon.

It is evident that a great 
amount of patience and work has 
been necessary to plan out and 
produce this chart which is unlike 
anything that has ever before been 
offered Stamp Collectors. 

Radiating out from each major 
color are hand drawn lines over 
which are attached hand painted 
bits of paper for each of the va- 
rious shades and tints, all of the 
shades and tints are indicated by 
name and the collector should have 
little difficulty in matching up elu- 
sive catalogued varieties. 

This chart has been made with 
special attention to U. S. issues 
and is worthy of the careful study 
of every collector who is interest- 
ed in the subject of minor varie- 
ties, many of which are color va- 
rieties.

ITALY TO APE JAPAN 


In 1900 Japan issued a 3 sen 
stamp that is catalogued as 
“Prince Imperial Wedding Issue.” 
Emanuel Krupp of Pittsburgh 
sends a clipping of an Associated 
Press news item which states “The 
council of Ministers with Premier 
Mussolini presiding, today approv- 
ed issuance of special postage 
stamps to commemorate the com- 
ing wedding of Crown Prince 
Humbert. These stamps will cost 


slightly more than the regular is- 
sues and the surplus will be given 
to the Italian Red Cross.” 

This latter statement doubtless 
means that the stamps will be sold 
at a premium over face value, this 
premium going to the Red Cross.

The easiest way 
to find out which clubs these are 
is to write to the Dept. of State 
at Washington, D. C. and request 
a copy of the free booklet, “The 
Foreign Service of the United 
States”, which is published by the 
government printing office. In it is 
a list of all the U. S. consuls in 
other countries. By writing a 
courteous letter to them, and ask- 
ing them for the names of stamp 
clubs in their consulate, a fairly 
large list can be obtained. It is 
then an easy matter to find out 
from the president of the stamp 
club what is to be the agreement 
for the basis of exchange, whether 
it be by catalogue price, weight 
or quantity. It is surprising how 
easily one’s spare time can be 
changed into profit, pleasure and 
stamps for your collection.

A. Lind- 
bergh will blaze the trail of their 
route from Paramaribo, Dutch 
Guiana, down the east coast of 
South America to Buenos Aires 
and that this extension will be op- 
ened as soon as possible. This line 
will go through Para, San Luiz, 
Fortaleza, Natal, Pernambuco, 
Bahia, Victoria, Sao Paula, Port 
Alegre, Dio Grande de Sol, Rio 
Janero, and other cities in Brazil 
as well as Cayenne, French Gui- 
ana and Montevidio, Uruguay.

STAMP PICTURES 





Philately is made much more in- 
teresting by the various designs. 
Just as the sailor finds interest in 
“ship” stamps, so the zoologist is 
influenced by those containing ani- 
mal designs. Many odd and strange 
beasts become known to the stamp 
collector. Liberia is foremost in 
this respect. Perhaps because of 
the climate and location of the 
place; being situated in Africa its 
climate is tropical and only the 
fringe along the coast is civilized. 
The animals portrayed vary from 
the arboreal, hairy monkeys to the 
great tusked elephants; from the 
lazy, mammoth hypopotamuses to 
sleek, tenacious tigers. They in- 
clude long-legged birds, big-mouth 
alligators and coiling snakes. 

One of the queerest of all ani- 
mals is that portrayed on the 
stamps of French Guiana, the ant- 
eater. It gains its sustenance by 
hunting out ant hills and devour- 
ing the occupants. Other French 
colonies vary in picturization from 
the wild carnivorous tigers, leop- 
ards, and ravenous birds to cows, 
domesticated and peaceful. How- 
ever it remains for Abyssinia to 
present these animals in their nat- 
ural haunts. Here we see a group 
of ostriches, wandering peacefully 
about; a near-sighted Rhinoceros, 
waiting for its prey; and a tiger 
glaring hideously through an open- 
ing. Generally speaking almost 
every country contributes to the 
collection; from Australia, the 
Kangaroo; Canada, the Beaver; 
Cyprus, the Boar; Newfoundland, 
the Caribou; and Turkey, the Wolf. 
Together, although occupying less 
than a cubic inch of space, they 
form an extensive zoological text. 


AUTO STAMPS 





The development of the automo- 
bile is, perhaps, the most sensa- 
tional in history. In a period of 
forty years it has developed from 
an absurd conception of a few men 
into the foremost industry of 


America. And yet only six stamps 
bear any reference to it.

American, portrays an early type 
of machine. (note the carriage- 
like appearance of it). One of 
the early type of trucks can be 
seen on the 50 heller of 1906 issue 
of Bosnia. The truck’s improve- 
ment is seen on fifteen-cent parcel 
post and the twenty-cent special 
delivery of the United States, as 
well as on the Russian semi-postal 
issue of 1922. An object of such 
general use should be _ heralded 
more widely by the postage stamps 
of various countries.

HOW I MOUNT MY COVERS 
By W. J. Kirby 


Beginning the _ collection of 
stamps while a school boy, I paid 
no attention to covers until the 
advent of Contract Air Mail. 
Frankly, I purchased the Detroit- 
Chicago cover for the purpose of 
soaking the stamp off to mount in 
my album. 

Until this time, as I mentioned 
before, all stamps had been soak- 
ed from the envelope and mounted, 
even a 5 cent carmine error hav- 
ing gone this route. Oh! that I 
had this stamp on cover now. It 
was purchased by a friend at a 
small postoffice and mailed with- 
out the figures being noticed. The 
stamp in some unaccountable man- 
ner was lost from my album sev- 
eral years ago. 

But back to my original subject. 
I could not bring myself to separ- 
ate the stamp from the striped, 
cacheted envelope. And as other 
routes began operation, I pur- 
chased covers from them, later 
sending covers to the postmasters 
on the routes for mailing. 

After trying several plans 
for mounting, I finally purchased 
an Ideal Scrap Book and had my 
local printer cut pages of heavy 
white paper and punch to fit. Af- 
ter trying a number of different 
mounting corners, I found the 
Nuace or Rexo best suited to my 
purpose, as either of these per- 
mits the removal of covers for re- 
arranging. 

The size of the pages of the 
book used allow the mounting of 
two covers to the page, with am- 
ple room for any notations or data 
you may wish to include. The size 
also allows for pen or brush deco- 
rations where one is able to do 
this kind of work. And right here 
let me give a little advice as to 
mounting: Just because a route 
has an odd number of cities, as 
five or seven, do not mount the 
odd cover in the center of a sheet. 
I tried this at first, and have later 
regretted it, as the majority of 
— have had other cities added 
ater. 


After soiling several covers in 
taking them out of their pockets 
in order to show cachets or back- 
stamps, I began cutting an open- 
ing in the sheet to show this. 
While unwrapping a box of candy 
for the wife, I hit upon a plan to 
place cellophane over the opening 
for protection. (I believe that some 
manufacturer of albums has later 
patented this way, but I lay prior 
claim to the idea.) 

I do not claim my method to 
be faultless nor without peer. 
There are several more expensive 
ways of mounting a collection, but 
I must necessarily mount mine in 
an inexpensive way, and this is 
the best I have found yet. 


MACHINE STAMP CLERKS 


Previous mention has been made 
of plans of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment for placing stamp selling ma- 
chines in postoffice lobbies and at 
other points. Mr. Jere Lustig of 
the Midwest Stamp Company of 
Chicago states that there are five 
machines in the main postoffice 
at Chicago. These machines take 
any size coin under $1.00 and make 
change for same. The machine 
will also supply the desired num- 
ber of 1c and 2c stamps or some 
of both. The stamps from these 
machines seem to be the ordinary 
coil variety.

LIFE OF THE ANCIENTS 


Ancient Greece, with ail its 
splendor, was levelled to the 
ground. Decay and fire caused its 


ruin; but only time can cast it in- 
to oblivion. While postage stamps 
exist even time will be ineffective. 
Naturally, the stamps of Greece 
bear many references to its ancient 
history. The most impressive set 
is the Olympic Games issue of 
1896. On it is portrayed much 
that was common in the life of the 
ancient Greeks. The Coetus fight- 
ers, the discus thrower, and the 
chariot races made up much of 
their amusements. They visited 
the Acropolis and bought designed 
vases, and revered their gods. All 
these are portrayed. Not only on 
the stamps of Greece itself but al- 
so on the stamps of Belgium, 
Crete, and Liberia are reminiscenes 
of this period shown.

Speaking of ancient civilizations, 
that of Egypt is not without re- 
minders. The Sphinx and the 
Pryamids, outstanding structures 
of ancient Egyptian architecture, 
are protrayed on all the issues be- 
tween 1867 and 1906. Various 
picture designs, mainly the ruins, 
are depicted on the 1914 issue. On 
the recent commemoratives, Sans- 
krit, Galleys, and deities are pic- 
turesquely protrayed.
